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Preface 


As  interest  in  history,  science,  and  cultural  matters  increases,  and 
as  visitors  crowd  historic  sites,  museums,  and  other  centers  devoted 
to  interpreting  the  works  of  man,  the  desirability  of  a comprehensive 
guide  to  these  institutions  becomes  apparent.  In  1960  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Historical  and  Museum  Commission  published  its  List  of 
Historical  Organizations,  which  replaced  the  earlier  Yearbooks  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies.  These  directories 
largely  reflected  the  Federation’s  membership. 

The  1966  Directory  of  Pennsylvania  Historical  Organizations  and 
Museums  is  a publication  of  larger  scope  and  wider  purpose.  Museums 
of  various  kinds,  many  of  them  exhibiting  historical  materials,  are 
for  the  first  time  included,  along  with  the  many  agencies  with  his- 
torical functions.  The  purpose  of  this  listing  is  to  facilitate  com- 
munication among  these  organizations,  and  to  inform  the  general 
public  of  their  programs.  The  listing  of  institutions  and  organizations 
is  geographical,  while  an  index  of  organization  titles  provides  a further 
finding  guide. 

Societies  maintaining  membership  in  the  Pennsylvania  Federation 
of  Historical  Societies  are  marked  with  an  asterisk.  Organizations 
whose  manuscript  holdings  are  listed  in  Irwin  Richman’s  Historical 
Manuscript  Depositories  in  Pennsylvania  (Harrisburg:  Pennsylvania 
Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  1965)  are  noted  by  the  abbrevi- 
ation HMD.
